"(a ) If prosecution in an application is closed, an applicant may request continued examination of the application 
by filing a submission and the fee set forth in § LJ 7(e) prior to the earliest of: 

(} Payment of the issue fee. unless a petition under § 1.3 J 3 is granted; 

(2) Abandonment of the application; or 

(3) The fling of a notice of appeal to the U,S. Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit under 35 U.S. C. 
14 f or the commencement of a civil action under 35 U.S,C. 145 or 146, unless the appeal or civil action is terminated. 

(b) Prosecution in an application is closed as used in this section mans that the application is under appeal, or 
that the last Office action is a final action (§1.1 1 3), a notice of allowance (§ 1 .31 1), or an action that otherwise closes prosecution 
in the application. 

(c) A submission as used in this section includes, but is not limited to, an information disclosure statement, an 
amendment to the written description, claims, or drawings, new arguments, or new evidence in support of patentability. If reply 
to an Office action under 35 U.S. C. 132 is outstanding, the submission must meet the reply requirements of§ I.I 1 1. 

(d) If an applicant timely files a submission and fee set forth in §1.1 7(e), the Office will withdraw the finality of 
any Office action and the submission will br entered and considered. If an applicant files a request for continued examination 
under this section after appeal, but prior to a decision on the appeal, it will be treated as a request to withdraw the appeal and 
to reopen prosecution f the application before the examiner. An appeal brief under § LI 92 or a reply brief under § 1.193(b), or 
related papers, will not be considered a submission under this section. " 



NOTE: An applicant may file a submission under 37 C.F.R. 1.114 containing only an information disclosure statement (37 
C.F.R. 1.97 and 1.98) in an application subject to a notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C § 1 5 1. An appeal brief or a 
reply brief (or related papers) will not be considered a submission under 37 C.F.R. I.I 14. See 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 14(d). The 
submission, however, may consist of the arguments in a previously filed appeal brief or reply brief, or may simply 
consist of a statement that incorporates by reference the arguments in a previously filed appeal brief or reply brief. In 
addition, a previously filed amendment after final may satisfy this submission requirement. American inventor's 
Protection act of 1999, Question & Answer A5. 

NOTE: Even though an RCE is improper (e.g., because it was filed before the prosecution is closed), an amendment submitted 
with the RCE will still be entered and considered by the examiner since it was timely filed and responsive to the non-final 
Office action in compliance with 37 C.F.R. LI 1 1. American Inventor's Protection Act of 1999, Question &AnswerA4. 



WARNING: 35 U.S.C. 132(b) and Section LI 14 provide for the continued examination of an application and not 

examination of a continuing application). Accordingly, the Office will not permit an applicant to obtain 
continued examination on the basis of claims that are independent and distinct from the claims previously 
claimed and examined. Notice of March 10, 2000, 65 Fed Reg 14865, at 14868. 

WARNING: The provisions of 37 C.F.R. LI 14 also do not apply (I) to a provisional application; (2) an application for 

a utility or plant patent filed under 35 U.S.C 1 1 1(a) before June 8, 1995; (3)) an international application 
filed under 35 U.S.C. 363 before June 8, 1995 (4) a patent under reexamination or (5) an application for a 
design patent. 37 C.F.R. § 1.114(e). 

WARNING: The PTO has pointed out why § 1.97(b) does not provide that an information disclosure statement will be 

considered if it is filed within three months after the date of a request for continued examination under § 
I.I 14. The PTO explained that since an RCE filing is a reply under 35 U.S.C. 132, the applicant may be 
entitled to patent term adjustment if the Office does not act on an application containing a request for 
continued examination under § 1.1 14 within four months. See 35 U.S.C. 1 54(b)(l)(A)(ii). Thus, the Office 
cannot delay action on RCE applications for three months to determine whether an information disclosure 
statement will be filed. The Office, however, is adopting provisions (§1.1 03(c)) for a limited suspension of 
action after the filing of a request for continued examination under § LI 14, for the applicant to obtain 
additional time (prior to the issuance of the next Office action ) to provide an information disclosure 
statement (or amendments, or an affidavit or declaration) after the filing of the RCE. See Notice of August

Final Rule", 65 Fed. Reg., pages 5009 1 -50 1 05, at page 50 1 00 (comment 1 1); OG: September 5, 2000, pages

One of the time periods excluded from patent term adjustment is the time consumed by a continued 
examination request under 35 U.S.C. 132(b) (§ 1 .1 1 4(b)(1)). 



WARNING: The Office will not suspend action in an application when a reply by the applicant is outstanding. 35 U. S. C. 

133 requires an applicant to "prosecute the application " within six months of an Office action (or a shorter 
period as set in the Office action) to avoid abandonment of the application. If an applicant files a request for 
continued examination but does not also provide any submission (in reply to the prior Office action) within 
the period for reply to the prior Office action, the application is abandoned by operation of law (35 U.S. C. 
133). 

The Office will treat a request for continued examination under §1,114 containing a bona fide 
submission that is not fully responsive to the prior Office action under the practice set forth in § 1.1 35(c). 
In addition, under the limited suspension of action provisions of § 1.103(c), an applicant must still file a 
request for continued examination practice in compliance with § 1.1 14, but may obtain additional time (prior 
to the issuance of the next Office action) to provide an information disclosure statement, amendments, or an 
affidavit or declaration after the filing of the request for continued examination.

WARNING: Section 197(b) does not provide that an information disclosure statement will be considered if it is filed

NOTE: There is no limit to the number of times the fee for continued examination may be submitted. Notice of March 10, 
2000, 65 Fed. Reg. 14865. at 14868. 

NOTE: Unlike a continuation application, a continued examination request can utilize the mailing procedure of 37 C.F.R. 
1.8. See 37 C.F.R. Section 1 .8(a)(2)(i)(A).
